W onderful It oui un * lf} Near London 
soon to Ile Excavated. 
At the time of the Roman occupation 
of England Verulamlum was one of 
the most important cities in that coun­ 
try. 
With Eboraeum (York), It en 
joyed the dignity of being a munlcl- 
ptum, which means that all who were 
born within Id walls could claim Ro- 
•man citizenship. 
It was situated a few 
miles out of what Is now the greatest 
of the world’s cities, London, and the 
British 
insurrection under 
Boadlcea 
culminated there in th** massacre of 
70,000 
Romans. 
In 308, or perhaps 
earlier, St 
Alban, the first 
English 
martyr, was beheaded in th** site of

Albans 
abbey.

Realiz­ 
ing how the land lay. Mr. Crane sent 
his telegfAJB to President T a f t before 
he received a note from Mr. Knox s a y ­ 
ing that Mr. C ran e's resignation would 
be accepted. 
While technically Mr. 
Cran e is still the American minister 
to China. President T a f t ’s acceptan ce 
of his resignation probably will be at 
hand today. 
In a statem en t given to 
the p ress which w’a s issu ed a fte r S e c ­ 
retary Knox had been in consultation 
with H enry M. Hoyt, the counsellor of 
the state departm ent, and Fred 
W. 
Carpenter, secretary to the president,

proceeding are not such as would rec­ 
ommend themselves to an English tea 
party. 
Measuring the tea In his hand, he 
dropped It Into the pot, and the slavs 
poured bolling water over It.

loaf sugar, broken roughly

have respected th e ir promise m ade to 
rn**, and that they would not give any 
Information to Peary or his men. 
“Mr, W hitney has said that during

cross-exam ination 
conducted 
by 
C om m ander P earv and others of his 
expedition, the Eskim os did not un- 
derslaniTTKe questions put to them or 
the m ap which was laid before them . 
T heir replies to the questions put have 
been tw isted to suit a p e rv e rte d in te r­ 
est. 
“ I will not e n te r into any argum ent 
about the m atter, but I will bring the 
Eskim os to New York at my own e x ­ 
pense and they will prove, as did Mr. 
W hitney, all that I have claim ed.”

T he doctor continued: 
“ R asm ussen, w*ho will be here sh o rt­ 
ly, has seen the E skim os and knows 
the real story, 
T hey did not try’ to 
deceive him. 
He w as with them for 
fourteen days. 
T hey know him and 
told him everything. 
He speaks the 
Eskim o language, for he Is a sem i-Es­ 
kimo him self and th** people hav e th** 
m ost com plete confidence in him.
